In submitting the above report we wish to state that we have 
built crushed rock road from the junction of Bay street to F. B. 
Shedd’s west line, making continuous macadam road from iron 
bridge to Mr. Shedd’s residence ; also laid crushed rock from 
Bay street to beyond Howard Avenue, putting in cobble stones 
part of the way, about one foot deep before putting on crushed 
rock, the whole costing ($1,200.93,) twelve hundred and 93- 
100 dollars. We have also rebuilt Tioga bridge, making it 
practically as good as new, rebuilt Clark bridge, reopened Cor- 
liss bridge ; would recommend steel stringers on this bridge, and 
concrete it, and repair one abutment. Have painted (3) three 
iron bridges costing $52.34, relaid six culverts, reopened side- 
walks to the amount of $25.00. Highways have cost $1,401.68 
from Feb. 12th,. 1900, to Feb. 15, 1go1 ; this includes all paint- 
ing of bridges, repairing of sidewalks, road machine repairs, re- 
pairing of bridges, and all expense of maintaining the highways 
both summer and winter. Would recommend building pieces 
of macadam road each year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR THE 


Town School District of Northfield. , 


Fellow Citizens: : 

In compliance with custom and law we submit for you care- 
ful consideration and just criticism this, our annual report of 
the schools of Northfield. 

As a general rule the year has been one of prosperity and 
advancement, and the teachers employed have for the most part 
given general satisfaction. We have, during the year, employed 
nine different teachers and, with two exceptions, the teacher 
has been new to the school which she taught ; two schools, the 
Center and Rand, have each had two teachers during the year. 

For these reasons and owing to the fact it takes a new teach- 
ers some time to get acquainted with her pupils, we do not 
think the schools as a whole have been so satisfactory all 
around as in some previous years. Not but what our teachers 
have for the most part been faithful and done the best they 
could. This does not change the fact, and it is a fact not to be 
overlooked that when a district changes from a teacher who 
knows and understands the peculiarites of each individual 
scholar to one who is a stranger to all under her charge, such a 
change is, as a general rule, to the disadvantage of such school, 
no matter how competent the new teacher may be. And on 
this account parents should consider well before requesting and 


a8 
the school board should be cautious about making a change 
unless it cannot be avoided. 

We are glad to acknowledge the hearty co-operation of par- 
ents and others as shown by the large number of visitors re- 
corded ; this is right and should be commended. We contend 
that no person has a right, nor can they intelligently criticise a 
teacher’s methods or pass judgment upon the school unless he 
has personally visited said school and examined for himself, 
and unless a person has interest enough in the way his money 
is being invested, and the work being done to make an effort to 
satisfy himself by a personal visit to the school, he should for- 
ever hold his peace. But as a general rule it is those who 
never go inside the schoolhouse that do the most kicking. 

We have, during the year, introduced new up to date maps of 
the United State and of the World and also the Students: 
Encyclopedias which have been well received by teachers and 
pupils. 

‘We hope to be pardoned for again refering to the large 
number of half-day absences we find. There are recorded for the 
year, one thousand seven hundred and sixty-eight cases of half 
day absences ; that means that for every half day the schools in 
town were in session there was on an average a per cent. of 
over one absent, from every school of eight scholars, who were 
not in school every half day. Now parents this is wrong; we 
are aware that sickness in the Bean Hill school, and diphtheria 
scare in the Rand may have contributed to this state of things, 
but allowing for that the caSes are too frequent. 

With the beautiful weather enjoyed during the school year, and 
a time of general good health, our registers should be compara- 
tively free of absence marks. If thirty-one can get through the 
year without a mark to their name a much larger per cent. of 
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the remaining one hundred and fifty-six should do so, and we 
think would if parents but did their duty. 

Some of our schoolhouses are not in as comfortable con- 
ditions as they should be. In several the seats are anything 
but convenient and easy. We could not enjoy religion sitting 
upon them, not in a good old-fashioned Methodist prayer 
meeting, and can we expect our children to do good work 
tortured as they are on these all out of date benches? We hope 
a move will be made to put them in more modern condition. 
This can be easily accomplished by taking one or more a year 
and the burden need not be great. 

After much correspondence and several trips to Concord, we 
at last succeeded in getting from the state, under the new law, 
one hundred and two dollars and thirty-nine cents, but with 
the express understanding with Mr. Folsom that if he allowed 
it so, there would be no cut down in our appropriations for 
schools. ‘The money came so late in the year that we could 
use but a small portion, which accounts for our large balance 
on hand. 

We congratulate the citizens of the district that after one of 
the hottest contests in our history we still constitute a town. 
We are proud of our past history, and in nothing more than in 
the men and women who have gone from us and have made 
for themselves a name not to be ashamed of, and towards the 
upbuilding of whose character our public schools had nota 
little to do. Now let it be our aim by united effort and liberal 
appropriations to make the future of greater renown than the 
past, so that in the years to come all who labored to maintain 
our existence as a town, as well as all who assisted us by their 
voice, influence and vote, whether at home or abroad, will be 
able to say we builded wisely.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Of Union School District No. 1, in Tilton. 


In presenting this annual report of the schools in Union 
School District it affords us great pleasure to be able to say 
that the year has been one of progress and success. 

We have retained the same corps of teachers, with two 
exceptions, and this has been of great advantage to us. 

Mr. Hulse, who has filled the place of principal with so 
much satisfaction for a little over seven years, resigned his 
position at the end of the fall term to accept a more lucrative 
position as superintendent of the schools in Hampsted and 
adjoining towns. Mr. E.S. Rivard of Three Rivers, Mass., 
a graduate of McGill University, takes his place. We find 
him qualified for the position and ambitious for his pupils to 
attain a high standard of scholarship. 

Miss Clement was unable to continue her work in the musi- 
cal department. For that position we have engaged Prof. C. 
H. Osgood of Laconia, who is the teacher of music in the 
public schools of Laconia and Meredith. He is doing good 
work. 

We have introduced one new feature into our school in the 
line of drawing. Mrs. Guilford from the Seminary, who 
has been supervisor of drawing in the Brooklyn, N. Y.,

schools, has had charge of the drawing department. We are 
confident that this is no experiment or useless outlay of money, 
but meets the demands of a long felt want. 

It is with pleasure that we would call attention to our new 
school building. The highest ideal is not often attained in a 
school system any more than it is in the life of an individual, 
but we do know that better work is being accomplished in 
these well lighted and well ventilated rooms. And yet we 
need a little more. The rooms are not all furnished. The 
teachers’ room and the hall ought to be furnished at once.
